"I wish," said Equalizer Rowe, 


"to present to the Board a resolu- 
tion which I will later ?ead, .which 
has been suggested by an attempt 
which has recently been made in 
the city to- bulldoze,- hold-up and 
intimidate, members of this Board 
in the matter of the assessment of 
the 
Realty 
Syndicate. 
As to 


whether or not this statement of 
the case is true, I will leave to 
others to judge. But I desire -at 
this time and for the purpose spec- 
ified, to quote from a San Fran- 
cisco paper of Tuesday: 


THE EXAMINER. 


"The chief topic of interest in 


Oakland today is the scheduled 
attempt o f ' the Realty Syndicate 
to secure from the Board of Su- 
pervisors, sitting as a Board of 
Equalization,- a reduction of the 
assessment placed by 
Assessor 


Dalton upon the Oakland Trac- 
tion Consolidated and Key Route 
lines. The: majority 
of the tax- 


payers of this city and of Alameda 
county are loud in their protest 
against any reduction. of this as- 
sessment, which has been fixed by 
Dalton at something over $5,000,- 
coo, an increase .of $2^25,000, but 
nevertheless, only one-quarter of 
the advertised value of the 
two 


systems. 
, 
j 


"This means- that -the Realty 


Syndicate is now asked to 
pay 


taxes on but twenty-five cents on 
the dollar. It is feared by the 
large body of taxpayers , that 
should the Syndicate secuse the 
desired reduction 'of fifty per cent, 
the State Board of Equalization 
iwill raise-the :assessment .of the en- 
tire county, and the burden will 
thus fall upon the individual tax- 
payers. - 


'"It may be authoritatively,,stated 


that at least two members of the 
Board of Supervisors have 
been 


approached and asked to- vote- for < 


a reduction of the assessment. On 
the 
other hand, largely-signed 


petitions from all portions of the 
county are being 'filed with the 
Board, 
vigorously 
protesting 


against any reductions of Dalton's 
figures, 
' \vhich are. considered 


niodest in the extreme, in:view of 
the advertised valuation of nearly 
$20,000,000 placed by the Syndi- 
dicate upon its holdings in the 
Oakland 
Traction Consolidated 


and Key Route." 


"Has anybody heard of,an,ap- 


plication for a reduction of 
the 


assessment of the Realty Syndi- 
cate, of the Traction Company, or 
,the Key Route being filed here? 
So far as I know, and I think so 
far as the other'members.of this 
Board know, no such application 
has been made here. . 


DENIES STATEMENT. 


"It lias been said in the papers 


that I believe that the assessment 
of the Realty Syndicate should'be 
increased. I want to. say that: I 
never said a word in any shape or 
manner to any man on that sub- 
ject, regardless of what :'may have 
been said in the newspapers or in 
the circularizing of the. county by 
the newspapers. I wonder who is 
paying the postage for all this. 


"I was sent a copy by :a special 


delivery stamp containing .page 
after page of 
matter 
from 
an 


Oakland newspaper as to 
what 


should be done by this Board' in 
equalizing .the assessment of the 
Traction Company and the Key 
Route ferry. 


"So far as I know no applica- 


tion has been made to any mem- 
ber to reduce those assessments. 
I have confidence'in.this Board to 
do its duty without the guidance 
of or being jumped on by those 
from outside.-1 for one' enter a sol- 
emn protest against this practice 
and the people engaged in doing 
it I will say, ought to be in better 
business. 


CHARGES DALTON. 


"I want to say to Mr. Dalton, 


and I would like to have him here, 
and I sent a note for him-to be 
here so that he might hear what I 
had to say, that he is' derelict in 
his duty, because he has not as- 
sessed all such companies and 
corporations alike. 
This is not 


only the case with the Syndicate 
and the Traction Companies, but 
with many other organizations. 


THE BANKS. 


"I read from a bank statement 


published in this city that one 
bank has realty valued' at'$7^5,000 
and improvements valued at, $55,- 
ooo, and the assessment Is not in 
proportion. This is "not" the only 
sample, because I''have*others here 


of the same kind. They have list- 
ed property at $250,000, which has 
been assessed at $75,000 and even 
ISS.ooo. 


"He has ;then. assessed 
their 


money and credits of $26,850 when 
their loans on first mortgages and 
bank stock amount to $3,327,593. 
There are other 
inconsistencies 


where the cash on hand and bal- 
ances amount to over $800,000.

"Mr. -Cleri^-said.. the-, speaker,! 


addressing Clerk Cook, "will you

"The personal property roll has 


not been delivered to me,"

For the' purpose 
of overcoming this dereliction the 
Board was 'compelled to get an 
fextension of time from the State 
Board of Equalization in order to 
equalize, and as-consequence we 
must close next Saturday at noon. 


TRIBUNE AND ENQUIRER. 


"I would like to know 
what 


THE TRIBUNE is assessed for? 
I would like to know what the En- 
quirer is assessed for? They are 
corporations just the same as the 
Syndicate or the Traction Com- 
pany. But the books are not here 
and we cannot find out what they 
are assessed for. 


'RAW POLITICS. 


"And yet, the county is being 


circularized for the JJUrpose of 
showing that assessments should 
be allowed to 
stand 
when we 


know nothing about 
others on 


which 
information 
may be de- 


sired. Does it mean that this 
Board has taken the first step in 
doing what is wrong to justify this 
criticism in- the papers? _It looks 
to me like raw'politics, two years 
"in advance of a coming election.

WATER BONDS. 


"I have here another circular in 


which there is a statement in large 
letters "by the Assesor, of what he 
calls a tax-ridden commuriity, and 
that it.would be such if we were 
to add an additional tax for water 
bonds. 


"If TMr. Dalton had done - his

"He has been quoted in the pa- 


pers as saying that business men 
who want to establish here and 
that private-people who want to 
settle here, would go elsewhere if 
certain indebtedness was incurred, 
but this is because of his own im- 
proper assessment. 


"He has acted as I have stated 


for his own aggrandizement and 
in order that he may be again put 
into office. I don't 
believe he 


does this in order to pay his bill 
of $150 for expenses to . go

Attorney Wertz stated that it was the 


plaintiff's- desire that the case be heard 
behind closed floors. In giving his rea- 
son for this request he said: 
"There will be lots .of evidence reflect- 


ing oh the honor of - many . people.".,^- 
''Judge Smyser objected, saying;--i 
"It is too late how to'ask that. Many 


serious charges have already been made. 
The charges have already gained much 
publicity and we don't care, to have the 
light of investigation turned down.' 


COURT SUSTAINS OBJECTION. 


Judge Eason 
sustained 
the objection 


and the case will be conducted in open 
court.

Attorney Wertz made his preliminary 


statement, in which he .recounted the 
events in the career. of Major Taggart 
from early boyhood up to the time when 
he was married to Grace Culver,, the 
adopted daughter of William Culver. Two 
children were born o£ this union.

said the plaintiff expected to show that 
at various times Mrs. Taggart associated 
with persons 
of

Spencer and with 
Lieutenant Bash were reprehensible in 
the highest'degree. 


The -first charge made against her In- 


volves William Taggart. She also is ac- 
cused of being associated with Mr. and 
Mrs. Poore, persons of alleged bad repu- 
tation, at Fort Thomas, Kentucky. It is

showed up at Fort Leavenworth, Kan- 
sas, where Mrs. Taggart renewed thyir 
acquaintance;

Miner, commander of the post; that she 
was at various times found with Lieu- 
tenant For.tesciue in places that would 
excite suspicion; that she was at various 
times found in an intoxicated condition; 
that she was addicted to .cigarettes; that 
a barrel of empty quart jrfiisky bottles 
was hauled •', away from 
her 
home, in 


Oroville; that she never attenSed church 
a dozen times in her life until she came 
to Wooster, where*she. Joined a church; 
that afterward she was unduly intimate 
with- the son of a prominent Wooster 
merchant, spending the Fourth of.July^ 
with the 
merchant's family at Silver 


Lake, near Akron, Ol 


DENIES ALL ALLEGATIONS.

RUSSIAN JEWS 


LOVE THEIR COUNTRY 


WASHINGTON,. Aug. S.—Dr.: Adolph 


banilger, formerly United States Consul 
at Madrid, has arrived here to lay be- 
fore the-Department :of; Commerce and 
Labor memoranda concerning the condi- 
tions of .the Jews;abroad, the .informa- 
tion being gathered at the request of 
tha Department for the use in the Bu- 
reau of Immigration in dealing with that 
clan of immigrants.' 


"In England, Germany and Russia," 


said ;i)r. Danilger, in reviewing his ob- 
servations, "what struck, me .as. most 
notable was the'hopeful, views the Jews 
take of America.

"The people I met were hoping that 


the President would take the opportunity 
that: presented Itself -to induce the 'Rus- 
sian'Government to grant them freedom, 
or at least to give 'them :eq.ual rights 
in Russia, Many of the Russian Jews 
do not want to leave that country. They 
love their country- In1 spite ;of the ter- 
rible oppression that 'has been brought 
upon them by tha Russian Government. 
"I found a terrible condition among 


the Russian Jews 'who have gone to 
England to come to this country. 
The 


steamship companies are afraid to bring 
them here for fear they will be declared 
paupers, with the result that the steam- 
ship companies would have to take them 
back to England. 
In order to refuse 
them passage when:they have the money 
to pay tlieir way the companies Invent 
excuses. 
They declare that they are 


suffering from some kind of disease. 
The fact it the Jews there are powerful 
fellows, who have had their muscles 
trained on farms In Russia. 
They are 


not only farmers, but mechanics of all 
kinds." 


Dr. Danzlger 'expressed 
the opinion 
that the South offered an opening for 
the Jews 'if .the interests there .were 
anxious to obtain white labor-for farm 
work.

A Word To Our Neighbors. 


We sympathize with the residents oi Alameda and Fruitvale in 


their efforts to get a decent street car service, but it must be confessed 
that they are showing poor judgment and exhibiting a queer concep- 
tion of the spirit of municipal fraternity. If anybody is to blame for 
their failure to get the rapid transit facilities so long and so often 
promised them it is"not the people or the City Council of Oakland,but 
the Traction Company. That corporation has been for three years prom- 
ising our neighbors in Alameda and Fruitvale that it would reconstruct 
,ts dilapidated lines and improve the service it affords our neighbors. 
Now, it imposes as a condition precedent to the redemption of these 
long overdue promises that the City Council of Oakland shall grant a 
blanket franchise for a freight railroad along East Fourteenth street de- 
spite the protest of the citizens owning property 'fronting on that high-, 
way. This franchise is not at all necessary to giving the improved sendee 
our neighbors demand and to which they are entitled. .The Traction 
'Company already has a franchise along East Sixteenth- street, a,nd 
can have' a franchise for the asking along East Twelfth street, but the 
corporation is not satisfied with what it has or what it can get, but is 
determined to take East Fourteenth street on its own terms, setting up 
the false pretense'that it cannot give Alameda and Fruitvale a decent 
service unless it is given the right to run freight cars-across sidewalks 
on East Fourteenth street. Unfortunately our neighbors allow them- 
=slves to be misled by this palpable subterfuge, and blame the City 
Council and people for the bad faith of the Traction Company. What 
would our Alameda friends say if the people of Oakland were to de- 
mand of the Trustees of Alameda that they grant such -a. franchise 
over an Alameda highway in defiance of ihe wishes of the property 
owners' In its financial circulars the Traction Company is boasting 
of its monopoly on this side of the bay, claiming that it has already shut 
out the possibility of competition, yet it is making desperate efforts 
to strengthen its monopoly and is using its own bad faith as an argu- 
ment why it should'-be permitted to do so. In their natural eagerness 
to obtain better street car service, our neighbors are lending them- 
selves," unconsciously of course, to a remorseless scheme of.corporate 
piracy 
They demand that the people of this city shall sacrifice/their 


own interests as a prequisite to the Traction - Company doing an act 
of justice to its patrons residing outside of Oakland. It is too .unfair 


' a proposition to be seriously debated. Our neighbors should look the 


facts in the face and not clamor for the people of this city to do them- 
selves a grave injustice on a false and dishonest pretense. 
Ihey 


should put themselves in the places of the property owners along East 
Fourteenth street and. cry to look .at this matter as if the situation 
were reversed. They should not allow themselves to be humbugged 
and diverted from the cold fact that the Traction Company is em- 
ploying its usual devices to excuse its own breaches of faith and throw 
dust in the eyes of the people it has persistently deceived. Virtually 
it says to the Alamedans that it will keep its promises if it is allowed 
to grab another street in Oakland. It is a piratical proposition on its 
face 
If the corporation were given this franchise there is no assur- 


ance that it will keep faith with the people of Alameda and Fruitvale. 
It has never yet kept faith with anybody. If it were given East Four- 
teenth street now there is every reason to believe that it soon would 
ask for East Twelfth street. If given both streets there is no .telling 
when it would reconstruct -its Alameda lines. The City Council can 
make no enforcible conditions so far as Alameda is concerned. Our 
friends should turn their harpoons on the shark, not on the fish the 
shark is pursuing.

A Delphic Court Decision. 


According to Judge Hart of Sacramento, the Cdurt of Appeals 


for the Southern District of California has overruled the Supreme 
Court in the matter fef empaneling juries in criminal cases. In a re- 
cent case the Appellate Court for the Southern District decided that 
the-same procedure should be invoked ,in the enipanelment of juries, 
in criminal as in civil cases. Judge Hart says this ruling is contrary 
to the rule laid down by the Supreme Court in The People vs. Scog- 
gins, 37th California. Yet the Appellate Court based its ruling on the 
decision in The People vs. Scoggins.

So the girl 
who revels in fln& handiwork or is skilled with her paint brush finds a new 
field of delicate stitchery and miniature decoration open to her, and she has 
taken it up for her porch work.

The exquisite colorings of the summer's hosiery, make this a most fas- 


cinating form of embroidery, and the conceits for Its .adornment are endless. 
Noteworthy among the more elaborate embellishments, was the work in a 
.pair of'sapphire blue stockings noticed in one spacious silk'work 
bagi 


."Small bumble bees were wrought in fine gold as though*- they 
had 
just 


'alighted after flight. Another very effective embroidery, shows tiny pink 
moss ros* buds lying among black silk leaves on a pale blue stocking. The 
buds are worked in raised embroidery and are unevenly, dispersed-to give 
the effect of having- been tossed into the lace. 


Care should be taken, no matter what design Is chosen, that the pattern 


is very minute and not too close together, as nothing is more unsightly 
than gajidy embroidery rising above a low tie. 


Sheer lisle hose affords the f uhdation. f or dainty stitchery quite as much 


as does silk. Garlands, scrolls, all sorts of flowering vines or baskets of 
•tiny blossoms, decorate these gauzy stockings. One particularly pretty pair 
of tan hose is embroiderer, with buncches of forget-me-nots running zigzag 
.up the front of the stocking, while winding in and out among the blue blos- 
soms are wee French knots In black silk, culminating in a graceful black 
howknot half way. to the knee. 


Cross stitch and landscape embroidery or darning sitichery are both 


employed extensively on lisle, and they stand wear and tear better than 
more elaborate stitches. But the most receht^fad Is the stocking worked 
"with broderie Anglais. Tiny holes a sixteenth of an inch in diameter pierce 
''the upper part of the feet and the entira-ankle half way to (he knee. These 
holes are outlined with fine, close over-and-over stitch. 


Medallions of real or Imitation lace are also used to adorn the front of 


stockings, but they must be wonderfully sheer and silky or they will look 
too heavy on the fine lisle. In applying these medallions the lace motif 
should be basted on while the stocking is stretched over the foot, being1 


careful that It does not draw the lisle the least bit. Removing the stock- 
Ing, the medallion is firmly fastened into place and tie stocking underneath 
It* cut out as close to the outline as possible. These raw edges are 
then 


* Whipped with very fine silk and drawn tight up to the lace and out of sight.

che. In the Tombs on the charge of 
murdering her master, and the m&ny 
sorrowful experiences of other unfor- 
nate girls as told In the police courts 
with startling frequency, are having 
widespread effect. 
, - 


White slave trade here has reached 


such an extent in the hands of organ' 
ized bands of men like Gendron as to 
compel the attention of womanhood 
generally. A strenuous campaign has 
been Inaugurated to obtain informa- 
tion concerning such traffic, that It 
may be effectually stamped out. 


Among the women who have taken 


up this important work for humanity 
are the^ members of the Jewish Wo- 
men's 'Chautauqua, now holding their 
annual meeting at Atlantic City. There 
are about two hundred of these wo- 
men, and they represent the most 
charitable, most progressive elements 
of their race. 


At the meeting yesterday Mrs. \V. 


Etty^Meyeroiitz, the special'agent In 
this*'State of the Council of Jewish 
Women, devoted her remarks to the:

Van Velsor's disappearance from 
the 


home of her foster parent, Mrs. E. .Steele 
of Peralta Park, has come a tale calcu- 
lated to remind one of the Maupassant 
style of literature or some of the Inci- 
dents.in Zola's brutally frank "La Terre." 


The mother of the m,lpsing girl. now 


calls herself Mrs. Joel Aggee, and osten- 
sibly Is the wife of Joel Aggee, a ped- 
dler, and the divorced wife of Jesse Van 
Velsor. It -was revealed today, however, 
as a result of announcements that fol- 
lowed the woman's complaint to. the po- 
lice of the kidnaping of her daughter 
Esther, that there has never been a di- 
vorce to separate the woman and Van 
Velsor, and that her claim to the cus- 
tody of the girl is, accordingly, open to 
question.

Judge Murasky Makes 


Ruling Against Labor 


Unions, 


SAN FRANCISCO, August 3. — A de- 


cision of importance to labor unions 
and employers was handed down yes- 
terday by Superior Judge Frank 
J. 


Murasky in the case of Kosta, a r.es- 
taurant proprietor, against the Cooks' 
Union and the Waiters' Union. 
.It 


applies to .all the actions brought in 
the last few-months by-proprietors of 
restaurants who have 
adopted, 
the 


"open-shop" plan to prevent picketing 
of their places by 
the 
cooks 
and 


waiters, these suits being assigned to 
Judge Murasky's • department.- • it 
is 


applicable also to labor union boycott 
cases in general. 
Judge Murasky rules that picketing 


is unlawful when it becomes a nui- 
sance, and it may become a nuisance 
-when even one man, distinguished by 
a banner, 
badge 
or 
other device, 


stand 
constantly In front of a boy- 


cotted employer's place for the pur- 
pose of injuring his business. 
The 


decision will doubtless be accepted by 
the labor unions as an unbiased state- 
ment '''iof 
the law, although 
H Is 
against them, 'as they have always 
relied 
on Judge Murasky's fairness. 
He was placed on the Union Labor 
ticket at the last election and re- 
ceived generally the support 
of 
the 
labor unions. Judge Murasky's opin- 
ion is as follows: 
"Though the argument of counsel 


was exhaustive, and deserved an elab- 
orate review of the authorities cited, 
I 'am not enabled to do more at this 
time than set down the conclusions

RIGHT'S OF EMPLOYES. 


"The right of a number of employes 


to .combine for their own betterment, 
and, in furtherance of their purpose, 
to quit work in a body, and the right 
of others to take and hold without mo- 
lestation the places so vacated, is es- 
tablished beyond question. 
The 'em- 


ploye, not under contract for a defi- 
nite period, may leave his employ- 
ment for any reason or. without rea- 
son, 
and the employer may discharge 


such employe at his pleasure. 


"Those who have 
quit • work 
may 
seek to induce those who have taken 
their-places to aJbandon their employ- 
ment, provided no coercion, 
threats, 


intimidation, violence or any similar 
influence which might operate against 
the exercise of an 
untrammeled voli- 
tion, be used. 
< 


- "While employes have a right 
to 


quit work singly or in a body, with or 
without cause, and, in the advance- 
ment of their interests, to ask others 
to do the same, equity will protect the 
employer 
against 
a malcolent con- 


spiracy to destroy his property, and 
any combination which has 
for its 


purpose the destruction of his busi- 
ness 
by 
preventing its 
operation 


through the 
Intimidation of' those 


who deal with or work for him may be 
enjoined. 
* 


"While the individual, or a combin- 
ation of individuals, has ,the right to 
abstain from patronizing or working 
for any person, the threat of a boy- 
cot against others who may deal with 
such person in order to compel them 
against their will to also retrain from 
patronizing or working for such per- 
son, 
is a species of intimidation. 


STREETS FOR PEACEFUL TRAVEL. 


"In using the streets in the vicinity 
of 
an 
employer's 
establishment, 
em- 
ployes, whether members of a union or 
otherwise, have those rights which any 
user of the streets has and is bound by 
the same restrictions. 
"To Quote from Mills versus U. S. 
rintlng -Co., 91 N. Y., S. ISS, language 
which clearly expresses the law upon 
the subject: 'A wayfarer upon the pub- 
lic streets should be free for peaceful 
travel. No man against my will has the 
legal right to occupy the public street to 
arrest my course or to join me on my 
way, 
be he ever so polite or gentle, in 
his insistence. There may be no intimi- 
dation, and yet an interruption of peace- 
ful 
travel. 
There" may be annoj-ance 
without danger,' 
"Defenedants have the right to use 
their eyes and ears and voices upon the 
public - street—in a word, to so conduct 
themselves there as would any other 
person. They may observe, as may any 
one else, and in the same,manner. But 
the maintenance of any 'obstruction in 
front of or in the vicinity of plaintiff's 
establishment for the purpose of working 
him an injury; the establishment of a 
systematic patrol in the neighborhood of 
his premises, the stationing of a picket 
with 'a badge., or device or bearing 
banner in- front of or near plaintiff's 
store with a view to injure his business, 
or" which has such result, Is not such 
use of the streets ge'nerally as Is per- 
mitted by law to any one, for it may be 
what Is denominated by the law as 
;>rlvate miisance. Whether, as a fact, it 
is a nuisance depends upon the circum- 
stances of,, each case. The presence of a 
man outside the walls of a large factory 
might not be any disturbance of any 
one's peace, or any annoyance, or any 
nuisance, while the constant presence of 
one man advertising his purpose outside 
the door of a retail store or a restaurant 
might constitute a most serious and po- 
tent private nuisance, as the term is un- 
derstood in law. 
"Let an order be drawn in accordance 
with the views above expressed " 
With the consent of all parties Judge 
Murasky yesterday modified the restrain- 
ing order in the case of Pierce, -manager 
of the Nevadad 
Stables, against 
the 
Hackmen's Union, by striking out a 
clause which operated to prevent the de- 
fendants from quitting a. funeral or other 
procession in which the hack of the boy- 
'cotted Nevada Stables was driven. - It 
was agreed that the hackmen had the 
right to refuse to drive in any proces- 
sion, and also to explain to interested 
persons that they refused either because 
the boycotted vehicle was in line or tor 
any other reason. They are not per- 
mitted, however, to make any threats 
to secure compliance with their demands.
